dent in the United States who de- 
sire to visit Canada will find no more 
trouble at the border than they have 
experienced in the past, and upon ar- 
riving tho> will be made as welcome 
as ever. War conditions of any kind 
will not 'inconvenience or interfere 
witli them.

HERE is no doubt that some chil- 


dren are much "brighter" than 
others. 
And, of course, the 


brighter children are easier to 


teach than are the others. But many 
a bright child absorbs the teachings 
offered him and develops a character 
that is very far from satisfactory, 
while among the less "gifted" children 
are evolved useful and lovable spirits 
that amply compensate for the rela- 
tively feeble intellects. 
This is all 


common knowledge; yet we continue 
to be puzzled about it without making 
any effort to clear up our understand- 
ing. Or we continue to think and to 
act as thought the development of the 
intellect were of itself sufficient to in- 
sure suitable training of the character 


The fact is that while knowledge 


may be converted into power it is in 
itself very far from being a substitute 
for wisdom. And still more remote i 
it from character. We know that chil- 
dren can learn knowledge; the impor- 
tant question for us is, can they ac- 
quire character? 


When we compare an infant with an 


older child and with an adult we may 
see that the lack of "character" on the 
part of the infant means that the child 
has not yet developed fixed habits ii 
regard to certain things, whereas tin 
older person has. 
You do not know 


just what the child will do under givei 
circumstances, 
while you do 
kuov 


what the grown-up will do. It is the 
mass of habits that make up the foun 
dation of the character which the chili 
acquires. 


Habits of courteous speech, for ex- 


ample, may be mere imitations of other 
people's speech, and very 
different 


from what the child would use if neg- 
lected in this regard. 
Yet as it be- 


comes a habit it constitutes a distinc- 
tive part of the person's character. It 
is through the little tricks of deference 
and politeness that a child learns re- 
spect, and ii is from tin's that he de- 
velops an appreciation for the quali- 
ties that we v>ish him lo look up to. 


And that, suu^ests the second ele- 


nent that enters into the -'character" 
hat can he trained or cultivated. The 
jomparison between 
young children 


ind adults shows us that another dif- 
'erence in their characters lies in the 
comparative instability of the child's 
ikes or dislikes, and of his standards 
>f right and wrong, 
beginning with 


learly direct imitation of what he 
sees his parents do, he comes in a few- 
years to imagine Minself doing tilings 
that he hears of others doing. When 
he begins to read about the exploits 
of great heroes he projects himself 
into the characters of history or 
legend, and for the time being he 
lives in the character that is upper- 
most in his interest. In this way he 
absorbs from his immediate surround- 
ings and from his reading and asso- 
ciates the ideals and principles that 
will give stability and color to his con- 
duct—that is, his character.

Cattle Condemned. 


Tuberculosis was discovered in the herd 


of 24 Holstein cattle on the H. D. Shep- 
pard farm, located west of Mt. Pleasant, 
tenanted by Wesley Fulmnan, and 19 of 
the herd, the finest in this section, were 
condemned by officials of the State Live- 
stock Board, and have been killed to pre- 
vent the spread of the disease. The herd 
of cattle belonging to Charles Miller, on 
the former L. H. Grenewald farm, near 
Grceri Rid.se. has also been affected and 
over half of the number have been killed. 


Desiring to assure themselves as to the 


soundness of their cattle, several owners of 
fine herd in the lower end of the county 
had their herds tubercular tested. As are- 
suit of this precaution, three different 
herds were found tubercular. According 
to government estimates, 25 per cent, of 
all cattle are tubercular. Authorities differ 
as to whether bovine tuberculosis can be 
transmitted to human beings. The state 
requires that all milk taken from tubercu- 
lar cows must be heated to 170° Fahreu- 
hi it for marketing. 


Automobiles Collide 


Near Bonneauville. 


Either confused by the lights on the large 


Pullman car of the Hon. C. Wm. Beaks, 
of Gettysburg, as that car turned a curve 
in the road near Bonnes uville, on Satur- 
day evening, or thinking he was close to

Reading, Pa.—The- murder of Abra- 


ham Fick, au inoffensive German la- 
uorer, by his friend, Peter Leas, Jr., 
in Hyde Park, a suburo, a few days 
ago, 
revives public curiosity in "The 


Seventh Book of Moses" and in the 
witch doctors and powwow practi- 
tioners who still infest that region. 
In his confession, Leas, who is thought 
t>y home to be insane, said that char- 
coal burners at a settlement several 
miles from his home had consulted 
"The Seventh Book of Moses" aud had 
ordered him to end Fick's life to pre- 
vent Fick from murdering him. 


That Fick. in all probability, never 


dreamed of attacking Leas, a black- 
smith with a reputation as a fighter. 
and a man of quick temper, seems 
to be well established. Using an ax, 
Leas ambushed Fick and. after stun- 
ning him, hacked off his head, quietly 
surrendering himself to the police 
some hours later. 


Other Indictments May Follow. 
"The Seventh Book of Moses" is 


identical in some respects with the 
booklet first published in 1819 by John 
George Ilohman, the prince of miracle 
workers 
of the 
powwow, hexerei 


school. 
He was the first to collect the

Cut a fourth of a pottnd 
of marshraallows in pieces and melt in 
a double boiler; add two tablespoon- 
f«ls of hot water and cook until the 
mixture is smooth; then arid, the hot 
sirup gradually, stirring constantly.

Wmifcl Out For Head of the 


Storage Concern. 


THE LOSS IS $20,060,000 


A GENERAL SURVEY OF

Country for Miles Around Was Shaken 


•• If by Earthquake—Hundreds of 
Tons of Explosives Let Go. 
A fourth arrest was ordered as a 


result of the great explosion of Sunday 
on Black Tom peninsula, Jersey City, 
and it was announced also that several 
railway officials might be arrested. 


The arrest ordered was that of Ed- 


mund L. McKenzie, president oi the 
National 
Storage 
company, 
who<=e 


warehouses furnished the setting for 
the catastrophe. 
The county prose- 


cutor in Jersey City announced that 
a warrant for McKenzie had been is- 
sued. 


Albert M Dickman, agent for the 


Lehigh VallO} railroad, and Alexan- 
der Davidson, superintendent of the 
National Docks & Storage compam, 
were held in $5000 bail each by Coun- 
ty Judge Mark A. Sullivan, in Jersey 
City, charged with 
a 
high misde- 


meanor in connection with the explo- 
sion. 


Theodore B. Johnson, president of 


the Johnsoc Lighterage company, sur- 
rendered later to Judge Tennant, and 
Be also was held in $5000. 


The known dead number three, with 


a, dozen persons missing and scores 
Injured. Only one body—that of a man 
so badl> mutilated that it may never 
be identified—was found. 
When the 


debris has been sufficiently uncovered 
charred human bones may be iound, 
for it is possible that some of the 
victims who were not blown to pieces 
were burned to death. 


A revised estimate of the damage 


places the loss at a little more than 
520,000,000. 


The detonations, which were felt in 


five states, began with a i ontinuous 
rapid fire of small snells, then the 
blowing up of great quantities of dy 
namite, trinitrotoluene ana ether high 
explosives, followed by the bursting of 
thousands of shrapnel, -which literally 
showered the surrounding country and 
waters for many miles around. 


iFire that started soon alter the first 


great crash, which spread death and 
desolation in its wake, destrcjed thir- 
teen of the huge warehouses oi: tho 
National Storage company, on Black 
Tom Island, in which were stored mer 
chandise valued at between $12,000,- 
DOO 
and 
$15,000,000. 
The 
flames, 


shooting into the clouds, were reflect- 
ed against New York's "skyline" of 
towering office buildings which only a 
Few moments before were shaken to 
Khelr foundations by an earthquake 
Mites of streets in Manhattan alone 
were strewn with broken glass and 
shattered signs. 


The cause of the disaster has not 


been determined. Officials of the Na- 
tional Storage company ar4 the Le- 
high Valley railroad, which also suf 
fered heavily through loss of property, 
declared, however, that reports to 
them showed a fire started shortly 
after on a barge belonging to an inde- 
pendent towing compan> 
that 
had 


been moored alongside a dock used 
by the railroad company to transfer 
ammunition shipments from trains to 
vessels in the harbor. 


The barge, it was said, was there 


without authority of the railroad or 
the storage company. 
The 
officials 


refused to disclose the name of the 
Independent towing company, sa\ing 
they were investigating, ' to ascertain 
whether the barge purposely had been 
set fire as the result of a plot" 


The tremors following the first ex- 


plosion were of almost earthquake pro- 
portions, spreading for miles, smash- 
ing windows, setting big buildings 
a-tremble and causing injury to per- 
sons who were blown from their beds 
or hurled from their feet. One of the 
shocks was felt as far away as Phila- 
delphia. 


The flames continued to rage for 


hours, with shrapnel and powder con- 
stantly exploding. Meanwhile barges 
laden with bullets were drifting about 
the bay. Two grounded at the federal 
Immigration station at Ellis Island, 
and hospital patients and immigrants 
were quickly transported to places of 
safety 
The island buildings had been 


bombarded by missies cast from Black 
,Tom Island by the concussion. 


But the shrapnel on the barge was 


packed vertically and to this was at- 
tributed the fact that there was no 
Joss of life. 
The flames on these 


barges and two others which drifted 
past the island were extinguished by 
municipal flreboats and men who play. 
ed streams from the shore. 


In Manhattan, Brooklyn and in New 


Jersey towns the streets TV ere strewn 
•with glass. Many thousand windows 
ibroke. The modern 
structures 
ap- 


parently suffered the least damage. 
{Police 
reserves 
were 
swarming 


through the city, detailed to prevent 
the looting of goods exposed in shat- 
tered windows, particularly 
In 
the 


jewelry district in Maiden Lane. 


Bedloe's Island, on which stands the 


Status of Liberty, Is nearest the Black 
Tom peninsula and received the brunt 
of the explosion. The statue and all 
butidlngs OD the island suffered dam- 
age. Every window In the pedestal of 
tb« statue was broken, and the main 
eToor, weighing nearly a ton, waa blown 
from Ite hinges.
